Whereas. certain persons did on or 
about the 22d day of March A. D. 1865 
come in to what is fow known-as ‘tbe | | 
Pab-Ranagat Valley at great personal 
expense and risk of life and property, 
for the purpose ef discovering mines oF 
the preclope metal and agricultural 
land, watef &. &c. 

Add whereas, they did make valuable 
discoveries both in minerals, lands &., 
and did proceed forthwith to secure the 
same by such rules, regulations and By- 
Laws as was thought best, and located 
such discoveries in accordance therewith 
at a meeting held jfor the specific 
pose. 

And whereas, uch rules regulations 
and By-Laws did duly prescribe by 
written notices, stakes and mounds. in 
certain conspicuous places, designate 
such clxims. 

Sec. 1. Therefore be {ft hereby re-. 
solved that all of those rigbts to claims 
appertaining to agricultural lands, water 
privileges &c., shall be respected by all 
and held to those who have thus made 
such claims to the date bereof invielate. 

Sec. 2. Resolved that. by any omis- 
sion to protect such claims as prescribed 
by statutery or congressional enact- 
ments in consequence of Indian bostili- 
fies or any urgent necesities for a tem- 
‘porary absence for supplies, for tools or 
otber material for the purpose of com- 
plying with those regulations, sball not 
be construed into an abandonment or 
by which such rights are invalidated in 
the least. 

Sec. 3. Also resolved that all claims 
to land. privileges &., that have already 
been located in accordance with the 
laws and regulations governing such lo- 
cations, that may nut conflict with any 
prior rigbt to the same by location, shall 
also be beld to them inviolate and their 
rights therein protected. 

Sec. 4. Resolved, That no person can 
claimand bold except by purchase. more 
than one bundred and sixty acres of the 
public domain in the Pab-Ranagat Lake 
Valley, for agriculinral or any other 
purposes, and to hold the same, fifty 
dollars worth of labor must be expend- 


prices of labor in said Valley, within 
six months subsequent to such location. 
by one or more stakes, mounds, fouo- 
dations for building. or any other im- 
provements that the claimants may 
deem proper; and upon failure to put 
the said fifty dollars worth of labor up- 
on the same it shail be subject to re- 
location.
